The old Edmonton Remand 
Centre would be “radically re¬ 
purposed" if Boyle Street Com¬ 
munity Services were to take 
over, says Julian Daly, as the 
organization pushes to pos¬ 
sibly turn the vacant building 
into a new wellness centre for 
inner dtv residents. 

,L It would look very differ¬ 
ent," said Daly, the organiza¬ 
tion's executive director, who 
was in Vancouver Thursday 
touring that city's repurposed 
remand centre to see if the 
idea could work in Edmonton. 

The organization is pushing 
For what they tall a wellness 
centre that offer a range ser¬ 
vices to help people who are 
homeless get off the street, 
including housing and medical 
programs. 

While the location is still up 
for debate, the idea is gaining 
steam in the city. 

Mayor Don tveson plans to 
introduce a motion Tuesday 
that would task city staff with 
partnering with the province, 
police and community groups 
to prepare an ‘inner city well¬ 
ness plan.' 

T he group would have to 
develop a ‘firm proposal' for 
a community wellness centre 


that would transition clients 
into supportive housing and 
treatment programs, accord¬ 
ing to Iveson's motion. 

“1 wouldn't rule out the Ke- 
inand Centre as a possibility 
but it's not presumed that's 
the only option." Iveson told 
reporters Tuesday. “I think pur¬ 
pose built might make sense.'" 

The push for a new wellness 
centre comes as a large num¬ 
ber of Edmontonians continue 
to sleep on city streets, due in 


part to shortages in supportive 
and affordable housing. 

"It's hard for them because 
they have nowhere to go and 
nights in most shelters are full/ 1 
said Helen Herbert, who was 
formerly homeless but now 
volunteers at Boyle Street 
Community Services, “They 
are walking around or sleep¬ 
ing in the park, looking for a 
safe spot." 

Daly noted renovating the 
remand centre is only tin option 


at this point, adding the organ¬ 
ization could submit funding 
to build something brand new. 

If they decide to go with 
the remand centre, however, 
it would offer more space to 
include housing. Daly added. 

"It was a place of darkness." 
he said, noting a renovated 
site could honour Indigenous 
culture. "But we would see 
reclaiming it through recon¬ 
ciliation as something that is 
powerful, We would want it to

become a place of hope." 

Grant Moses, a community 
member with Boyle Street, said 
he would like to see a new hub. 

“I think it’s better for people 
so that it can help straighten 
their lives out," said Moses, 
who was once homeless. “There 
should be more spaces." 

In an email, the province 
said it's continuing to examine 
options for the future use of 
the old Remand Centre. 

“This wtis a specific, purpose- 
built facility that will be chal¬ 
lenging to convert, which is 
why we are exploring a variety 
of options and associated cost 
estimates for its future use,' 1 
the email read. “Any future de¬ 
cision must consider the best 
value for Albertans" 

Daly said Boyle Street will 
submit a request for funding to 
the province for a new wellness 
centre in Late June or early July. 

If all the stars align, re-pur¬ 
posing the site could be com¬ 
plete as early as late 2019 or 
in the beginning of 2020, he 
said, adding a new-build would 
likely take two-tcKhree years 
to complete.

In their affidavit, the}' said they 
had growing concerns about their 
friend, including a text message 
to Hoitham that said ‘Tamgoing 
to kill you." 

A Court of Queen's Bench 
judge granted the restraining 
order last month. None of the 
allegations have been proven in 
court.

2017. Dan mar Louise Cagulada 
has bee charged with criminal 
harassment, harassing phone 
calls, indecent acts and pro¬ 
curing. 

Police believe there may be 
additional complainants, and 
are asking anyone with infor¬ 
mation to step forward.

A few months after losing their 
heme in t he fort McMurrav fire. 
James CTReilly and his wife Can¬ 
dace took their first trip aw r ay 
to attend a wedding in Hawaii. 

Someone asked them where 
they were from, and O'Reilly 
told them. 

Then he mentioned the video. 

"When people ask about the 
house and stuff, we can say, 
'that was our video,' and they 
understand right away," he said, 
laughing. 

"People as far away as Hawaii 
know the video, so it's interest¬ 
ing. It's a connection point with 
other people that's very easy.” 

"The video ,' of course, is the 
security cam footage that al¬ 
lowed O'Reilly to watch, pulled 
over in his truck on a highway, 


as his home of two decades 
bunted to the ground. 

After first sharing his story 
with Metro* his video was 
shared worldwide, including 
in media across North America 
and Europe. 

But, a year later, one of the 
people who hasn’t seen the 
whole thing is O'Reilly's wife. 
Even he still gets a bit sad when 
re-watching things ‘ike their fish 


tank and the photos on the walls 
vanish behind clouds of smoke. 

“J think it'll be that way for 
awhile, there's a lot of things to 
look forward to, but it'll always 
take a while to get over that," 
he said. “1 don’t know how tong 
it will take." 

They did visit the site of the 
burned house — “it was more 
emotional than expected*" 
O’Reilly said — and found not 


much more than scorched foun¬ 
dation and bits of metal. 

Sifting through the ash they 
found the burnt collar of their 
dog, Maggie, who had died the 
month before the fire. 

Now r the rubble has been 
cleared, and their new house 
is well on its way. 

Their lot is in the far corner 
of Abasand. a quiet spot in a 
cuhde-sac where their bedroom 


window will look out on the 
edge of the boreal forest. 

Rut O’Reilly said he has no 
misgivings about going to the 
same spot— in fact he's looking 
forward to the peace and quiet. 

“Honestly when you're that 
close, fire is always a possibility, 
I worried about it ever since we 
were in the house, but when I 
look back at this, there's always 
a chance."

U.S. President Donald Trump 
is celebrating the passage of 
the House Republican beulth 
care bill, saying he is confident 
it will get through the Senate. 

Flanked by Republican law¬ 
makers in the Rose Garden on 
Thursday, Trump called for¬ 
mer president Barack Obama's 
health care law a “catastro¬ 
phe" and called the GOP bill 
“a great plan. 4 ' 

Trump delayed his first trip 
home to New York as president 
to celebrate House passage of 
legislation undoing much of 
Obama's health law, a long- 
sought GOP goal and top Trump 
campaign promise. 

House leaders came through 
with the votes to give Trump 
a major pol itical victory more 
than a month after Republic¬ 
ans’ first attempt to pass a 


health care bill went down in 
a humiliating defeat. The legis¬ 
lation now heads to the Senate. 

The developments pushed 
back Trump's first-time meet¬ 
ing with Australian Prime Min¬ 
ister Malcolm T urnbull by sev- 
eral hours. 

Manhattan is where Trump 
made a name by transforming 
himself from real-estate de¬ 
veloper into a celebrity busi¬ 
nessman and now r president. 
He hasn't set foot in the city 
since leaving on Jan. 19 for 


Washington to be inaugurated 
into office the following day. 

During the campaign, Trump 
would fly thousands of miles 
back to New York City to sleep 
in his own bed, leaving the im¬ 
pression that he would make 
frequent trips home after he 
became president. But Trump 
said last week that he so fir has 
avoided returning to the city of 
his birth because the trips are 
expensive for the government 
and would inconvenience New 
Yorkers, the associated press

If the mammoth 
does return, he saie, "I want it doing 
Us ecological thing in nature " 
However, the Arctic ecosystems 
where mammoths roamed have 
changed over millennia, McCauley 
said, Mammoths could become 
"ecological zombies," like an invasive 


Believers in 
de-extinction think 
it could transform 
ecosystems for the 
better. Mammoths, the 
theory goes, could graze 
in the Arctic. This could help 
tundra return grasslands and 
help keep permafrost frozen, absorbing 
more carbon and mitigating climate 
change. 

Finally, de-extinction, like going to 
Mars, arguably generates wonder and 
excitement about science's possibilities 


species, depleting resources and 
disrupting the environment. 

I lien there's the cost: not just of 
bringing species back, but of caring 
for and managing the populations. 

McCauley said it's far more cost- 
effective to invest in protecting 
living endangered species, though 
they're usually nowhere near as

Guardians of the Galaxy Vqi 2 
opem with a battle scene that 
would not be out of plate in al¬ 
most any other superhero movie. 
The set-up hits the Guardians 

— Peter Quill /Star-Lord (Chris 
ITatt), G'amora |Zoe Saldana), 
Em lx the Destroyer (Dave Bau¬ 
tista) ;md Rodket (Bradley Coqperl 

— working for the Sovereigns, a 
thin-skinned rate of aliens who 
have hired the heroes to prated 
valuable batteries from an inter- 
dimensional monster. 

The action is as wild and wool¬ 
ly as we've come to expect from 
these- big CGI extravaganzas, but 
the thing that sets the scene apart 
from all other superhero mov¬ 
ies is the sheer, unbridled joy 
brought to the screen by Baby 
Groot [Vin Diesel), a tree-like be¬ 
ing too small to take part in the 
fight. Instead he blissfully dances 
throughout to Mr. Blue Sky, the 
lush, Beatles-esque ELQ song that 
underscores the sequence. 

The scene and the movie brim 


with the missing element of so 
many other big superhero mov¬ 
ies — fun. 

“That's what we hoped to do," 
says star Michael Kooker. “bring 
back the fun. It was fun as hell 
doing it." 

Kooker reprises his role as 
blue-skinned, red-finned mercen¬ 
ary' Yondu. The former Walking 
Dead actor — he played Daryl's 
older brother Merle Dixon — 
jokes that his nonnal look, his 
handsomely craggy face, is ac¬ 


tually make-up, and the Blue 
Man Group style we see in the 
movie is the face he was bom 
with. “It takes four or five hours 


to get this on,” he says, pulling 
at his cheek. “The real problem 
is getting the fin off." 

Yondu's weapon of choice is 


a flying arrow made of special 
sound-sensitive metal he controls 
through whistling. 

“Dude," he says, “everyone is 
digging that weapon," it's the 
character’s trademark and Rook- 
er laughs when remembering 
talking to director James Gunn 
about the role. 

“The first time J got to whis¬ 
tle 1 did the melodic whistle... I 
hypnotized one of the aliens and 
then 1 shot out a piercing whistle. 
Yondu has different whistles." 


One wild action sequence with 
Yondu's deadly arrow and set to 
’70s pop ditty Gome a little Bit 
Closer is a shows topper, an im¬ 
aginatively surged set piece with 
a huge body count and just as 
many laughs. 

“That whole sequence is very 
much like a western gun fight i f 
you think about it," Rooker says. 
“You go out, and jacket pulled 
back, methodical, not fast. It is 
a total tribute." 

In the scene he is accompanied 
by two computer-generated char¬ 
acters, Baby Groot and Rocket, a 
genetically engineered raccoon- 
based bounty hunter. Neither 
actually appeared on set while 
shooting, but Rooker says they 
were there in spirit. 

“Because these movies use a 
lot of CGI they require your im¬ 
agination to be fertile and open 
and ripe for seeding." he says. 
“Em like. “There is Baby Groot. 
He's over there and he's sopping 
wet...What have they done to 
him?' I talk to them like they 
were any other two characters." 

Yondu may be a vicious, anow- 
wielding mercenary but he's also 
the film's emotional core and 
James Gunn says people will be 
“surprised by Michael Kooker's 
performance. He deserves an 
Academy Award nomination. 
No joke" 

What does Rooker think? 
“We'll see about that bro. I'm 
up for anything."

It may net occupy most 
people’s daily thoughts but 
without one specific person, 
there’d be no Rachael Ray, 
Anthony Bourdain or Gordon 
Ramsay. 

In fact, it may be difficult to 
believe but there was a time 


before the requisite restaurant 
role was even given much re¬ 
spect. That is, until the "first 
celebrity chef" Jeremiah Tower 
came along. 

"In 1972,1 couldn’t tell my 
grandmother I was working 
in a kitchen. She would’ve dis¬ 
owned me,” recently laughed 
the legendary chef largely re¬ 
sponsible for "revolutionizing 
the way Americans eat and 
dine" today. 

The septuagenarian star of 
the new documentary 7 Jeremiah 
Tower: The List Magnificent 
may be the so-called "first ce¬ 
lebrity chefT but his story is 
one of humble beginnings. 
After all. Tower's intent was 
hardly that of obtaining fame. 


“It filled the res taurant and 
that was the point of it. 14 ad¬ 
mitted the one-time aspiring 
architect who drew celebrity 
status through his charisma 
as well as his cuisine. “The 
best thing was finally a mother 
could tell her friends that her 
son is u cook and feel proud 
instead of saying he h s an ac¬ 
countant. 4 ’ 

Tower's career began in the 
early '70s when he was casually 
hired at popular California bis¬ 
tro Chez Panisse, a successful 
stint thill led to Stars, his own 
esteemed eatery that attracted 
celebrities, promoted dining as 
a form of entertainment and 
launched the concept of the 
open-kitchen. 
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Jeremiah Tower didn't have his sights set on bei ng a cuisine trai Iblaxer. con i r -tm u r tu 


"1 just wanted to see every¬ 
thing and control everything," 
explained Tower of the now 
commonplace design. “It 
turned out to be this great idea 
but of course I had no idea at 
the time. 14 

Tower’s modesty may seem 
self-effacing hut tfs because 
cooking, not business, is his 
primary passion and art. 

Perhaps that's why the “fath¬ 
er of American cuisine" (as 
Martha Stewart calls him) grew 
disillusioned and disappeared 
for 15 years before making a 
bittersweet rebound at Man¬ 
hattan's notorious Tavern on 


the Green. 

It's also why Tower grace¬ 
fully grimaces when credited 
with creating the concept of

After all, with the food in¬ 
dustry now saturated with mis¬ 
guided cuisiniers on television 
and the Internet, America's 
preeminent epicurean finds 
the whole moniker slightly 
overcooked. 

“People showing off I both¬ 
ers meju" said Tower, who 
doesn’t observe much origin¬ 
ality among today's celebrities. 

“It’s about being a good cook

Canadian 
doc explores 
battlefield and 
brotherhood 

They fought on opposite sides, of 
the lnin-1 raq War in the 1980s, 
where one saved the other's life 
on the battlefield. 

Zahed Haftlang and Najah About! 
didn't see each other again for 
some two decades — until a 
couple of twists of fate brought 
them together in Vancouver and 
ignited a friendship. 

Their ongoing journey is the 
focus of My Enemy, My Brother, 
which is making its world pre¬ 


miere at Toronto's Hot Docs 
Canadian International Docu¬ 
mentary festival. 

“It’s a positive film, particu¬ 
larly in light of the Trump travel 
ban," says Ann Shin ofToronto, 
who directed the film, "it's great 
to have stories like these come 
to light." 

My Enemy, My Brather ex¬ 
pands on a short documentary 
ihin made on the duo with the 
same title two years ago. Jt was 
nominated for an Emmy Award 
and shortlisted for an Oscar. 

As the story gtjes. Iranian-born 
Haftlang ran away from home 
at age 18 to join the army, while 
Abend of Iraq was conscripted 
to fight in the war in his late 
teens, leaving behind his wife 
and son. 


On the battlefield, Haftlang 
found Aboud critically injured 
in a bunker and decided to srrve 
him and take him to a military 
hospital. Aboud was taken as a 
prisoner of war. while Haftlang 
suffered from deep depression. 


Coincidentally, both would 
end up living in Vancouver, 
where Haftlang was a mech¬ 
anic and Aboud ran a moving 
company. 

They didn't realize they were 
in the same city until they hap¬ 


pened to meet each other in a 
waiting room about a decade 
ago. 

She first came into the project 
five years ago when she read a 
newspaper article about Aboud 
and Haftlang and sought them 
out in Vancouver, where her 
parents live. 

“1 sat down to tea and I heard 
their story, which was crazy,’ 1 
she recalls. "It was 17 years of 
war, being a prisoner of war, 
and then finding each other 
miraculously in Canada." 

This new r feature-length ver¬ 
sion of My Enemy, My Brother 
expands on the short doc by trav¬ 
elling to the Middle East with 
the two subjects as they try' to 
reconnect with their loved ones 
amid present-day conflicts. 


“Najah and ZahetTs story has 
inspired me from the start about 
how you can rise above your 
own circumstances— how you 
may be told, you may be trained 
to see a person as an enemy or 
its a threat but on the battlefield, 
these men overcame that and 
it’s always moved me." says Shin. 

"Even now the way they are 
with each other and the way 
they support one another, it just 
inspires me to see the best of hu¬ 
manity and the best about our 
country, Canada, where this can 
happen, and really shows these 
two men of Muslim background 
in a really positive light."

7 with a total of230 titles from 
5B countries.

Ilha Grande 
has what Rio’s 
missing: clean, 
quiet beaches 

One of the first things visitors 
will notice about llha Grande, 
or Big Iskind, is that there are no 
vehicles. The local government 
prohibits private cars, main¬ 
taining the laid-back rhythms 
that islanders say are central to 
their identity. 

Dilt and sand paths that run 
parallel to the many beaches, 
however, often do have travellers: 
scores of crabs scurrying across 
at a leisurely pace that only picks 
up if a human approaches. 

"Lite here is simple," said Kndi- 
son Marcos, a 48-year-old boat 
operator bom and raised here. 
“We don’t need a watch, or a 
tie or cars" 


Slowed development means 
this island can offer something 
Rio de Janeiro and surrounding 
areas have not been able to for 


yeans dean beaches. Ultimately it 
was a search for unsullied ocean 
that attracted us. 

A three-hour trip from Rio, 


but no highway or bridge con¬ 
nects the island to the mainland. 
Several boats a day cross a small 
stretch of sea from three differ¬ 


ent ports. The relative isolation 
means cellphone service is spotty 
and Internet often feels nonex¬ 
istent. In short, it’s a place to 
disconnect while feeling strong 
connections because everybody 
appean. to know everybody 

“Oh, you are going to the 
place of Alex, the French guy," 
a man told me after we arrived 
in Abraao and asked directions 
to Bica Beach. “Let me get you 
a taxi boat.” 

The Airbnb bungalow was 
IQ minutes away by motorboat. 
We climbed the equivalent of 
six flights of stairs on a steep 
pith through lush tropical forest. 
Looking down from our perch, 
we saw blue ocean waters while 
monkeys jumped between trees. 

The island, about 20Q square 
kilometres, is pristine in laige 
pail because of an unusual his¬ 
tory going back to the 16th cen¬ 
tury Portuguese colonization. It 
has been a pirates' lair, a leper 
colony and most necendy. home 


to a maximum security peniten¬ 
tiary that housed some of Brazil's 
most violent criminals, along 
with political prisoners during 
part of the 1964-1985 dictator¬ 
ship. In 1994 the Cm dido Mendes 
prison was dosed. 

Today, there are numerous 
poitsadas, orguest houses, in Vila 
do Abraao. which has about 3,000 
residents. There are also offbeat 
places to stay, from beachfront 
villas to isolated jungle dwell¬ 
ings. Companies offer excursions 
that range from some of Brazil’s 
best snorkelingand scuba-diving 
to walking tours through rain¬ 
forests. Then there are the dozens 
and dozens of beaches that Eire 
both beautifLil and often empty. 

"Look at this water," said Fe¬ 
lipe Ricardo Brito, who sells cai- 
pirinhEis, ei mix of the national 
alcohol cachaca and limes, on 
Feiticeira Beach. “It’s totally 
dean, there is no sewage. Von 
can breathe pure air.”
